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FOUND DROWNED. 

With Ills Hands Tied and a 
Kock Suspended From His 
Neck. 

Wm. Handy, a young colored man 
who lived in the "Old Apple Jack 
house, "on the Versailles pike, opposite 
the residence of Mr. Albert Jeffers, 
disappeared from his home on Friday 
night of last week and was not seen 
again until his dead body was found 
floating in Black's pond, three mileB 
from the city, about noon Wednes- 
day. When the corpse was taken 
from the water it was discovered 
that the hands were securely tied 
together at the wrists with a stout 
leather strap, and that his pants had 
been removed, a flat rock weighing 
about thirty pounds had been fasten- 
ed in the seat of the same and then 
the legs of the pants tied about his 
neck so that the rock would lie upon 
his breast and weigh the body down. 
The body had been in the water so 
long that gas had formed, causing it 
to float, and when first seen was 
some distance from shore, but was 
driven to the bank by a stiff breeze 
blowing at the time. 

Handy had not been well all sum- 
mer and was troubled with severe 
pains in the bead, for which he was 
under medical treatment, and when 
he first disappeared it was thought 
that his mind was affected and be 
had wandered away. Search was 
accordingly made for him in the 
eastern part of this county and in 
Soott, but with no avail. 

It cannot be said that Handy 
drowned himself, even if demented, 
for he could not possibly have tied 
his own hands in the way they were, 
although he could easily have placed 
the stone about his neck, and it was 



evident to the jury, when Coroner 
Dehoney held an inquest.Wednesday 
afternoon, that he had been foully 
dealt with, and they brought in a 
verdict that he came to his death by 
drowning at the hands of some party 
or parties to the jury unknown. 

The murder and the cause for the 
same is shrouded in mystery and 
should be investigated by the next 
grand jury. We understand that a 
lady living on the Versailles pike, 
near Hoge's Station, says that on the 
night Handy disappeared from 
home a party of men passed her 
house having in charge a negro man, 
who was crying and begging them 
to let him go. 



Sunday Morning Fire. 

About one o'clock Sunday morning 
fire broke out in the second story of 
the store room occupied by 
Mr. Jose Aubrey as a meat 
store, on Broadway, and before 
the flames could be subdued by the 
department the house was damaged 
to the amount of about six or seven 
hundred dollars. The fire originated 
near a partition, ran up the same and 
got in between the oeillng joists and 
roof, damaging both ceiling and roof 
to such an extent that they will have 
to be renewed. The house is owned 
by Mr. James Fitzpatrick, who has 
insurance sufficient to cover the^loss. 
Mr. Aubrey suffered damages to his 
stock of only about twenty-five or 
fifty dollars.

Truehart Drowned. 

William Truehart, colored, who 
was for a number of years an em- 
ploye of Mr. H. R. Williams, was 
drowned in the river, just across from 
Messrs. Choate & Graham's mill, Mon- 
day morning. He was last seen about 
4 o'clock that morning, when he came 
out of the house where he lived, on 
Taylor Avenue, opposite the resi- 
dence of Mr. H. G. Banta. Some time 
during the day little Albert Ziegler 
went down to the river to go fishing 
and found a bat and cane lying on the 
bank, which he recognized as belong- 
ing to Truehart, and immediately re- 
ported the find to Lewis Black, a 
colored man, who lived in the same 
house with Truehart. After report- 
ing his suspicion to the Coroner that 
Truehart was drowned, Black took 
the hat found on the bank and threw 
it into the water, when it floated 
down stream a short distance and 
then began to circle around. Black 
began dragging the river at the 
point where the hat was circling and 
soon recovered the body. It 
la supposed that Truehart committed 
suicide, as he was in such a physical 
condition that he could do no manual 
labor, and was heard to say on Sun- 
day evening that he had rather die 
than go to the poor-house. Only a 
short time ago he was found in the 
river near Salender's wharf by Officer 
Gordon and bridge-keeper Tobe 
Griffey, and would have then been 
drowned had not they pulled him out. 
Coroner Dehoney held an inquest 
over the body Monday afternoon 
when the jury returned a verdict of

The market this week has been 
without any special features to note, 
the only change being a little lower 
range of values for the very common 
grades of burley such as are selling 
under $6 per hundred. The money 
conditions continue very much 
strained throughout the country and 
it is by no means likely that any 
permanent improvement will be 
realized in prices for tobacco until 
financial conditions improve.

THE CITY CHARTER. 

The Dulles nnrt Qualifications 
of the city Attorney* Clerk 
and Other Officers. 

Sec. 44 The Mayor shall make pro 
tempore appointments to fill all tem- 
porary vacancies in the city offices 
except councilmen. 

Sec. 45. The Mayor shall bid in 
property for ;the city at all tax and 
judicial sales when the city is a party, 
and also sell and convey the same 
subject to the approval of the coun- 
cil.

THE ELECTRIC ElNE. 

Work Commenced on Thurs- 
day. 

The work of laying ties for the new 
electric street railway was begun on 
Clinton street, at the Kentucky Mid- 
land Freight Depot, Thursday morn- 
ing, and will be pushed west on Clin- 
ton to High, north to Mero, west to 
Wilkinson, south to Main and east to 
St. Clair as the first circuit of the 
road. The rails were shipped on the 
first and are expected to arrive to- 
day, and when they come they will 
be laid as rapidly as possible. 

Mr. James A. Murray has donated 
ground for the power house and it 
will be located on the Lewis Ferry 
pike, at the edge of the city. As soon 
as the first circuit is completed the 
road will be built out the Lewis Ferry 
pike to the O. F. C. Distillery, and 
then the loop in South Frannfort, 
east on Todd street to Murray, north 
on Murray to Second and west on 
Murray to Shelby will be put in. The 
Lawrenceburg Turnpike Company 
is laying claim to Todd street, from 
Shelby to the city limits, and will at- 
tempt to prevent the road being built 
OB that street, but a search of the | 
records in the city clerk's office fails 
to reveal any evidence upon which 
it can base a claim to the ab 
solute possession and control of that 
street further than that it was 
granted the right of way o
